Firemen and police had to use 
ropes to eross the rushing waters 
of the swollen Ramapo river to 
reach the burned-out cabin. 
Police Chief Charles E. Smith 
said the bodies were found on the 
bed-springs of twin beds arranged 
in an 1,-shape in the bedroom of 
the three-room cabin, one of two 
set hack on the grounds owned by 
Jesssup.

OVER THE ICE CAP 


The air force has solved the problem of flying long-range 
bombers over the barren Arctic wasteland within range of 
Russia's chief industrial targets. 
That’s the word of Col. Bernt Balchen, United States ex­ 
pert on polar aviation, who reports that little or no opposition 
is expected until aircraft pass over and beyond the sub-Arctic 
region. 
The air force, however, won’t tell— if it knows— whether 
the Soviet Union has an effective defense south of the Arctic 
Circle against strategic bombing. 
However, officials in Washington have given the polar 
route high priority in their planning. In fact, the top echelon 
thinks the initial— and possibly decisive— phase of any future 
conflict may take place near the top of the world. 
Without disclosing details, Balchen says that virtually all 
of the problems, including weather, have been solved. Pre­ 
sumably the planes would fly, as commercial airliners do, in 
the stratosphere where low temperatures are no longer a 
handicap 
The importance which the air force attaches to the Arctic 
indicates that this may be the route by which atomic bombs 
are carried— if Russia decides to start a war.

In deciding to compile a national atlas the Association of 
American Geographers sets for itself a project that is as ambi­ 
tious in concept as it will be difficult to carry to completion.

This will be the first attempt in the United States to list 
all of the nation’s resources— human, mineral, climate, water, 
etc. As such it will be an invaluable school and college text­ 
book and it will make handily available the information which 
the country needs for a quick mobilization of its defenses. 
During preparations for World War II much precious time was 
lost because data of this kind had to be obtained from frag­ 
mentary sources.

The little town of Waynoka, Okla . again provided an ex­ 
ample Sunday of how to capitalize on resources, regardless of 
what they are. A crowd estimated at 30,000 flocked into Way­ 
noka and adjoining towns, some as far as 60 miles away, for 
Waynoka’s annual Rattlesnake Day. Several thousand of the 
reptiles were caught alive and auctioned off to buyers who 
came from as far distant points as New York City and Los 
Angeles. 
The Cimarron Breaks, across the river from the town, has 
always been infested with rattlers. Ranchers lose as many as 
100 cattle a year as a result of rattlesnake bites. So each spring 
when the sun entices the reptiles from their dens, an orga­ 
nized drive is staged to catch as many as possible.

Hess, was killed. Santaliestra. who did not bother to attend the 
inquest, was held responsible by a coroner’s jury for the death 
of Mrs. Hess. 
Five persons were injured when a car driven by Raif 
Olgun, commercial attache of the Turkish embassy, struck a 
cab and swerved into a group of pedestrians. Police said the 
driver ignored a traffic signal. 
A third accident occurred when a car driven by one Paul 
Guillermo Carrizo, Argentine delegate to the Pan American 
Union, struck another car, the driver of which was injured. 
Police said Carizzo, who did not have a driver’s permit, failed 
to heed a stop sign. 
State department registered are protected from arrest 
and from civil action by injured parties under ancient laws 
enacted in 1791.

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Test Of Unusual 
And Foreign Road 
Markers Is Ended 
COLUMBUS, O., March 31 — 
(INS)—The Ohio Highway Depart­ 
ment announced the results of 
tests on 24 foreign and unusual 
road markers, in the face of crit­ 
icism that “we don’t want any 
foreigners telling us how to run 
our roads.” 
The department closed ‘.he tests 
a day early because crowds of 
motorists, curious about the signs 
being tested for the United Na­ 
tions, were causing a traffic hazard 
on the road south of Columbus. 
^ State Highway Director T. J. 
Kauer answered critics of the test, 
designed to determine the visibil­ 
ity of various markings with this 
statement: 
Will Be Worth-While 
“If the test prevents one acci­ 
dent or saves one liie in one fam­ 
ily in a year, it will be w'ell worth 
the time and effort.” 
Kauer said the one foreign sign 
which proved more effective than 
its U. S. counterpart consisted to 
two heavy, converging lines, used 
to indicate a narrow road ahead. 
Perhaps the most intriguing of 
the signs—a miniature locomotive 
used to designate a railroad cross­ 
ing—proved to be useless. It is 
used extensively in Europe. 
Kauer said he considered the 
test a success because it supplied 
the department with valuable data. 
However. Kauer emphasized no 
changes would be made in the 
signs of Ohio and the nation, until 
results of the Ohio test can be 
combined with similar tests being 
conducted in California, Minne­ 
sota, and Virginia.
